GEN. HERTZ OG

LONDON, Nov. 22 (4)—Announce- 
ment of equal status for the Domin- 
ions in the report of the Imperial 


Conference will satisfy South Africa, 
the Premier, General Hertzog, de- 
clared today. “I feel that the object 
I set before me to: achieve at the 
conference has been attained.” 
The report of the conference, made 
— in London Saturday night. 
sa 
The position and mutual rela- 
tions of the group of self-governing 
communities, composed of Great 
Britain and the Dominions may be 
readily defined. They are autonomous 
communities within the British Em- 
pire, equal in status and in no way 
subordinate one to the other in any 
aspect of their domestic or external 
affairs, though united by a common 
allegiance to the crown and freely 
associated as members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.“ 
Interimperial relations as set forth 
by the committee of premiers of 
the Imperial Conference are com- 
mented upon favorably by the Lon- 
don papers, and criticisms, even of 
the details, are few. A point gener- 
ally made is that nothing of impor- 
tance is changed. 
The Daily Telegraph says the re- 
port gives fuller formal recognition 
than heretofore to a state of things 
already in existence. 
The Morning Post declares those 
Dominions which had worried about 
an unequal status now found they 
had been forcing an open door. It 
is of the opinion that the foreign re- 
lations clauses are complex and may 
be found. difficult. 
(These clauses recommend that in 
future treaties the British Minister 
shall sign for Great Britain, with 
each Dominion signing for itself, and 
recognize that in foreign relations 
neither Gréat Britain nor the Do- 
minions can be committed to accep- 
tance of active obligations without 
the consent of their own govern- 
ments.’’) 
The Daily Mail believes the report 
should satisfy all the aspirations of 
the Dominions, but it does not alter 
essential conditions. At first sight, 
it says, the right of the Dominions to 
make foreign treaties seems to mul- 
tiply the diplomatic difficulties, but 
the right has been exercised in the 
past, and there is no real reason for 
alarm.

The results of the survey of state 
,employees’ salaries will be made 
known next month. This announce- 


the activities of state departments 


for the past year, issued today from 
the office of Governor Fuller. 
The statement tells what state de- 
partments are doing with the tax- 
payers’ dollars and the improve- 
ments they are making in ‘helt 
methods of work. 
A report by the Commission on 
Administration and Finance cover- 
ing the state salaries question is. to 
be made to the Governor on Dec. 1 
and to the Legislature on Dec. 15 as 
the result of the survey which has 
been carried on under the direction 
of the commission. be 
What Started Movement 
The subject came into prominence 
during the last legislative session, 
when the Commonwealth Service As- 
sociation, formed of state employees, 
pressed its case for higher salaries. 
This work of the personnel division, 
it is pointed out in the Governor’s 
statement, involves 36 per cent of the 
State’s entire expenditure of funds. 
Detail work of the survey is being 
done by Griffenhagen and Associates 
of Chicago. 
Interesting accomplishments in the 
work of what might be passed over 
as a routine department are revealed 
in the summary of the activities of 
the purchasing bureau ef the Com- 
mission on Administration and 
Finance. This bureau, which has 
been in operation for three years. 
“has demonstrated its value to the 
Commonwealth from every angle,” 
the report says, and enumerates 
some concrete examples thus: 
“In the matter of flour, an exten- 
sive study of the market and of the 
trend of the market enabled the com- 
mission by purchasing at the right 
time to save approximately $1.20 per 
barrel on 18,000 barrels of flour, the 
amount required by the Common- 
wealth for six months. A similar sav- 
ing was brought about in the pur- 
chase of coal. Unquestionably, the 
saving in this bureau alone is in ex- 
cess of $500,000 annually.” 
Despite an increase in the market 
price of some varieties of printing, 
the commission shows that the cost 
of state printing continued to de- 
crease through 1925. The cost for 
that year was $277,779 as compared 
with $607,748 in 1922. 


Commends State Police 


The vigor and steadfastness with 
whieh the state police are carrying 
“campaign of enforcement 
of the laws against liquor smuggling 
is related in a paragraph from the 
Department .of Public Safety. The. 
report shows how the state police 
have reinforced local officers in many 
sections along the coast and in some 
places virtually carry the brunt of 
this service. 

“In our endeavor to stop the land- 
ing of liquor on our coast,” says the 
report, a most strenuous life is led 
by the officers assigned to the Cape 
district in the patrol of more than 
70 miles of coast line. Night after 
night and at all hours in the night, 
decoy or fake calls are sent in to 
our stations for the purpose of mis- 
leading the men. 

“Nevertheless, and in spite of this 
handicap, we continue to make com- 
mendable progress, but only at the 
cost of tireless effort, nervous strain 
and the ability to: encourage, pro- 
mote and maintain a fine esprit de 
corps among the members.“ 

The division of banks, it is 
recorded, has held hearings for a 
large number of investment asso- 
ciations which have been brought 
under the Credit Union law, and has 
authorized 114 of them. to incorporate 
as credit unions.

A second offer to the New England

California here Saturday by the over- 
whelming margin of 41 to 6 to win 
the annual Stanford-California “big 
game,” and with it the Pacific Coast 
Conference title for 1926. 

Coach G. S. Warner's constantly re- 
versing attack proved too bewildering 
for the seemingly helpless Bears, and 
as a result gga were pushed back to 
their. goalline time and time again 
before the onslaughts of F. W. Hyland 
28, G. R. Bogue 27, and C. P. Hoff - 
man 27, Cardinal backs. 

A colorful crowd of More than 85,000 
persons saw the West's classic grid- 
iron contest, which was played under 
a cloudless sky. The girdiron was 
still somewhat muddy as a result of 
heavy rains the day before, and proved 
a handicap to Stanford's faster plays. 

Hyland Plays Brilliantly 

The game was featured by the flas..y 
play of Hyland, 156-pound Stanford 
halfback, who acounted for two of his 
team’s touchdowns on long runs of 48 
and 27 yards, respectively. To Capt. 
F. H. Swan 27, too, goes a large share 
of the credit for Stanford’s victory. 
His performance at guard Was out- 
standing. 

For California, Capt. B. F. Griffin 
27, fullback, played a game that was 
an inspiration to his men, powerless 
as they seemed to be t» stem the 
Cardinal tide of victory. It was Grif- 
fin’s sheer determination in the second 
quarter that made the Bear’s lone 
score possible. 

On the kickoff, California received 
the ball deep in its own territory. Un- 
able to advance, R. E. Blewett 27 
punted, and Stanford took the ball on 
California's 48-yard line.

Bogue lost a yard on the 
first play; but on the next, a short 
pass, Hoffman to Hyland, gave the lat- 
ter the chance he desired and he was 
off through a clear field for 27 yards 
and a touchdown.

In the current issue of the Outlook the editor, 
in an article entitled Advice to Both Houses,” 
oes calls significant atten- 
tion to the prescribed 
rules which govern, or 
should govern, the tac- 
tics of both the wets and 
the drys in the defense of 
the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution 
; of the United States and 
in the persistent war which has been waged 
against it by the remnant of the liquor power. 
It is pointed out for the benefit of those who at 
least nominally defend prohibition that the adop- 
tion of the amendment came about because the 
advocates of temperance fought for it. But it 
is declared to be as necessary to continue the 
battle against illicit indulgence now as it was 
before the law was enacted. This is because no 
ideal is ever so secure that its opponents may 
be ignored and its possession ranked as a perma- 
nent asset of mankind.” The writer continues: 
“The war for liberty, democracy, and social 
ideals is a war in which many victories may be 
won, but a war in which there can be no final 
victory. Triumph perches on the banners of 
the leaders of this war only so long as they 
remain on the firing line. Defeat is the portion 
of those who lay down their arms to rest.” 

The inevitable conclusion, accepting the 
soundness of this clear logic, is that the warfare 
through which it is hoped to establish temper- 
ance even in the United States has only begun. 
An important strategic stronghold has been cap- 
tured, and care must be taken to see that it is 
not lost. The saloon has been outlawed. No 
longer will the people of a great democratic 
Nation have it said of them that by their volun- 
tary action they condone or permit the legalized 
traffic in alcoholic beverages. But it is impor- 
tant that those who have complacently rested 
in the confident belief that the mere passage of 
a law would work the great reform should re- 
member that the campaign in which they 
enlisted has simply entered upon a new phase. 
No really enduring victory has been won, and 
it may be that ground has actually been lost in 
the last few years because of the willingness of 
those who acclaimed the advance made to be- 
lieve that no harm could again come to their 
cause. | | 

The counsel offered to the wets is no less 
direct and to the point than that given the drys. 
They are reminded, first of all, that prohibition 


came to America partly because they failed to | 


fight against it, because they were afraid or 
ashamed to stand up in social or political com- 
pany with the liquor trade and be counted. Their 
opportunity to object was before Congress and 
the legislatures of the states decreed the adop- 
tion of the amendment. They, too, are assured 
that in the United States no fight need be per- 
manently lost. They are told, “If the principles 
of personal liberty and individual independence 
which you have rediscovered since the adoption” 
of the Eighteenth Amendment are valid prin- 
ciples, if they are inconsistent with the ideals 
for which the drys fought, you still have an 
opportunity to convince the Nation of the sound- 
ness of your views.” 

But the wets are cautioned, whatever method 
they may adopt in the effort to restore their 
lost cause, to beware lest in such a campaign 
they wage their battle along lines tending to 
destroy the rules of law and order under which 
their property and lives are protected and they 
themselves are given free hand to propose such 
changes in the basic law as they may desire to 
see made. - | 

The argument is a convincing one in support 
of those orderly processes which the people of 
the United States have adopted and approved 
for their own guidance and government. It is 
insisted that when a nation is free to revise its 
laws at will, the plea for nullification has no 
place in any argument save that for revolution. 
But those who would fight the drys with the 
Same weapons which the drys use are warned 
that they must be prepared to do more than 
merely attack the present system or the un- 
doubted evils that have sprung up because of 
the lack of a realization that the work of edu- 
cation has not been completed. They are in- 
vited, if they can establish the sincerity of their 
purpose, to offer a solution of the liquor prob- 
lem which supplies a “convincing alternative 
to both prohibition and the saloon.“ 


When the question of imperial defense came 
up at the Conference of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations in 
London recently, Canada 
seemed to have rela- 
tively least, to contrib- 
_ute in the form of ex- 
penditure over naval and 
military organization. 
But the Canadian dele- 
gates were able to show 
that by encouraging the development of civil 
aviation along sound lines, Canada was helping 
to lay the basis of an air force reserve which 
could be drawn upon for Canadian and imperial 
defense. Just as the growth of the British mer- 
chant marine furnished a great reserve of naval 
strength, so it is believed in Canada that prog-

ress in civil aviation is the best method of build- | 


ing up an efficient reserve of air power. 

The flying operations of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force are largely civilian in character. Avia- 
tion work is being carried out by the air force 
personnel in conjunction with other federal 
services in the Dominion, notably surveying, 
forestry and fisheries. Departmental heads co- 
operate through an annual interdepartmental 
conference to lay down a program of work in 
advance of the operating season, so that as 
many government departments as possible may 
be served by the air force. Some idea of the 
extent of the work which is being performed 
may be gathered from the 1925 report of the 
Canadian Air Board 


The principal outlet for flying in Canada has 
been, up to the present, in forest conservation 
work. Encouragement is given to the provinces 
and to private enterprise to engage in air serv- 
ice. In Ontario the provincial government has 
assumed the direction of flying operations. For- 


est fire prevention patrols, forest inventory work 
and transportation are some of Ontario’s civil 
government flying activities. Aviation is play- 
ing an increasing part each year in the explora- 
tion. of northern Ontario. The forester, mining 
éngineer, prospector, surveyor and explorer now 
use aviation naturally as a means of travel and 
observation where there are no roads or railways. 

Similar development is: going on in Quebec 
and other Canadian provinces. Private firms 
are engaging in the transportation of mail and 
in passenger and express service by air to remote 
places, notably the gold fields. Men and material 
are conveyed many hundreds of miles with 
safety and speed. The benefit of this practical 
experience, in the training of pilots and air 
engineers, is appreciated by defense officers in 
Canada. Premier Mackenzie King’s statement 


at the Imperial Conference doubtless helped to 


bring out the value of civil aviation as one prac- 


tical contribution toward national and imperial 


defense.

and an external loan. “Hungary made a heroic 
effort and failed. Poland made a much more 
effective attempt. She followed closely the Aus- 


trian model, but she had neither the interna- 


tional co-operation, the international loan, nor 


the internal and external confidence which fol- 


lows from them.” Though it seemed for a while 
that she might succeed, the chances now are 
not so favorable. Recent political events in 


Poland have not helped the zloty. Germany's 


task was impossible until she was relieved of 
the reparations burden and Austria and Hun- 
gary were put on their feet by League action. 
What was done in Hungary followed in large 
part the Austrian model. The issue of notes was 
made a monopoly of an independent bank. 
Administrative reform was put into effect in 
order to secure a permanent budget equilibrium 


by July 30, 1926. A reconstruction loan was 


raised, and was secured by earmarking certain 
Hungarian revenues. The case of Hungary was 
less desperate than that of Austria. Only 
250,000,000, as compared with 650,000,000 gold 
crowns were needed as a loan. One reason for 
this was Hungary’s more solid agricultural 
basis and more stable conditions.” The whole 
program was placed under a Commissioner 
General, Jeremiah Smith Jr. of Bostgn, to whom 
last June the Council of the League of Nations 
éxpressed its gratitude. “The rapid completion 
of his task at the date contemplated in the 
original program is due in no small measure to 
the personal qualities he has shown—to his dis- 
interested devotion and his sound judgment.” 
Sir Arthur Salter describes the reconstruction 
of Hungarian finance as a “rapid and unquali- 
fied success.”

Claude and Paul Boucheron are said to have 


convinced those who witnessed them that the 
method demonstrated has passed the laboratory 
stage and that it has reached a point where 
practical application is feasible.

States a significant conference of international 
experts identified with the bituminous coal in- 
dustry. Here it was declared that the world is

This, said Mr. Trent, makes it possible to handle 
coal as a liquid rather than as a solid, thus 
changing the technical processes of mining and 
transporting coal, its burning and carbonization, 
and its gasification. In comparison with gaso- 
line, the speaker declared that the new oil will 
compete with gasoline produced and sold at six 
cents a gallon. 

The prospect so vividly outlined by these ex- 
perimenters can hardly be glimpsed at once. 
Those who have felt concern because of the 
announcement that American oil supplies will 
not be able to feed the industries dependent upon 
them six years hence, may see in both the plans 
which have been outlined an assurance that 
ways will be found to turn the wheels of the 
world’s workshops, farms and factories, as well 
as those of all its vehicles on land, on the seas, 
and in the air. 

But there is a no less important aspect of 
the matter which must not be overlooked. At- 
tention has been called to the fact that the 
existence of coal supplies in the first instance, 
and secondly of supplies of oil, has influenced 
a centralization of major or basic producing 
industries in certain countries and in more or 
less clearly defined localities. Now, it is possi- 
ble, these points of maximum production may 
become less clearly defined. It may be that in 
the Orient, for instance, where comparatively 


Cheap but efficient labor abounds, these new 


sources of available power may make practical 
its utilization in mills and factories thousands 
of miles removed from the coal mines and oil 
fields. So ancient civilizations may thereby be

Taxes are going up in Geneva, which in this respect 
offers no exception to the general rule in post-war Europe. 
The Conseil d’Etat (State Council), faced with a deficit 
of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 francs, now proposes that the 
Genevese should pay 40 per cent more in taxation. The 
Finance Minister considers that a 6 to 8 per cent increase 
on income tax, a raising of the property tax, a doubling 
of the tax on property changing hands and a little bit 
extra on the inheritance tax will square his budget. This 
will give him 7,000,000 francs. It remains to be seen 
what the Grand Council will say, but it does not seem 
that the Genevese can escape some increase in taxation.
